Lrienve-of.the-folly of atiempting-to-efferain 
reasoning resistance to reasonable demands 
they had taken to beart “the lesson'of the 
deatruction of the Summer Pulace, a lesson 
inflicted by the Earl of ELauy in punishment 
of the blackest treschery and bad faith; and 
these , veteran statesmen” were perhaps 
hardly of tho opinion of the..

ed to negntiate a settlement with Sir Tons 
Wane. That difficulty was settled by the 
canclusion of the-Cbefoo Convention, and 
several otber ‘quevtinns with forcign, states 
have also been arranged by the newGrandBe- 
cretury in a inanner inutually satisfactorily, | 
In April, 1884, 1 Miniaterial crisis occurred in 
Poking, ond Prince Kuna was degraded. 
Prinee—Gutva;-fho—Eraporor’ytether, was 
then appointed President of the: Grand 
Council of Btate, and though somes doubt 
wasfelt us to the wisdom of the change at the 
tine, it proved in‘its resutts to be judicious, 
Prince Cu'un having’ shown ucexpected li- 
beratity of views, and being Aecidedly more 
favourable'to progréas and reform than 
Prince Kuna ever was, The credit of 
selecting dound advisers miust “therefore 
be conceded to the Einptesses-Regent, and 
the surviving Euipress bag certainly dis- 
played bath moderation and intellizence to 
a remarkuble extent considering the isola.
